Agesias, the fon of Sostratus, is fome^imes called of 
Syracuse, fometimcs of Stymphalus, a city of Arca- 
dia ; and the opinion of moft of the Commentators fcems 
to be, that, of his father's fide, he was a Syr ac its an, of 
his mother's an Arcadian : but from the tenor of the Ode 
itfelf^ I rather incline to think he was a native pf Stym- 
phalus, and afterwards inhabited Syracuse: moil likely 
drawn thither by the friendfliip of Hiero ; and this idea I 
have followed in my tranflation. Tvfuxirii rt rw xkutat Zv- 
fttxHa'aif, feems, I think, to intimate his being admitted to a 
participation of the rights of the Syracusans, rather than 
. bis being a Citizen himfelf. And where the Poet makes 
ufe of the expreffion ^Jtr^i^ at^fi^y it may only mean that 
his maternal anceflors lived in the part of Arcaqia coh- 
tiguous to the mountain Cyllene, and were Priefls of 
Mercury. But I can fee no reafon to infer fromthis that 
his paternal anceflors were not Arcadians J or to imagine 
I from any other part of the Ode, that they were inhabitants 

of Sicily. One of the Greeks who accompanied the 
younger Cyrus in his expedition, near a century after 
I this, was of the fame name and country, and is often men- 

! tioned by Xenophon, who had a particular friendfhip for 

him.

ARGUMENT. 

Pindar begins the Ode with mentioning the Hymn 
compofed iy Archilochus, and indifcriminately 
Jung before fuch of the Olymtic Victors as were 
not fortunate enough to have a Poet to celebrate their 
particular exploits. He then invokes the Muses, 
to ajjijl him in praifing EPHARMosTusyi^r his 
foccejs at Olympia and Pythia, and tells them 
it requires no common Jhare of genm. He th^ri, 
/peaking of his country, commends him for raijing 
it's honor by his Jkill and fo^cefs in Athletic Exer" 
cifeSy and implores the ajjijlance of the Graces; 
afferting, that no glory can be expelled without the 
aid of the Superior Powers, by whofe help, he fays, 
11ekcvl¥.s was able to oppofe Nevtvi^e, Apol- 
lo, and Pluto. Here he checks himfelf, reJleEt- 
ing, that it is wrong tofmg of any thing that may 

cajl 
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caji dijhonor on the Gods; and, defcribing Deu- 
calion's JFZooi, flrfdre^s EpharKiostus and the 
Citizens of Opus, as being defcendants from him 
and Pyrrha, by means of their daughter Pro- 
TOOENIA, who wa6 carried away by Jupiter, 
and had a [on by him named Opus, who founded 
the city of that name. Him he celebrates for his 
hofpitality, and, eriumeruiting his friends, particu- 
larly mentions Mencetius. From thence he di- 
grejfes to thejlory of his fon Patroclus and A- 
CHiLLES attacking Telephus. The Poet now, 
invoking again the Muses, defirts to commemorate 
the ViBories gained by Epharmostus and his 
kinfman Lampromachus, and gives an account 
of their various triumphs ; and, afferting the fu- 
periority of nativeover acquired merit, and giving 
mental accompUptments the preference to all others, 
he concludes with a compliment to his Hero.

Poet, nor in Viroil, Horace, or Ovidj and almoft 
every fabk of antiquity i5 alluded to in fomc or other of 
the wrieings of the laft. Homer a^Hually gives an Wconnt 
of his feeing wounded in the hand by Astiropaus, who 
threw two darts together, one of which was innocent :

One razed Achillis* hand ; the fpouting blood 
Spun forth Pope.

The account of the battle between Cygnus and Achil- 
les, in the twelfth book of Ovio's Metamorphses, af* 
fords a convincing proof that no fuch fable was extant in 
OviD^s time. Cygnus tells Achilles that his own arms 
ftre ufelefs being himfelf invulnerable, and offers his naked 
body to his alTaults. On the contrary, Achilles, inilead 
of boafting of the fame advantage, depends on his ihield 
for his fecurity, which is nearly transfixed ; (this by^thc 
way is a proof that his armor, though a gift of the Gods, 
was not fuppofed impenetrable, like the enchanted armof 
of Romance:)

* Achillem,) toIwOsk x«t« ttIj yar^j :' though I can find 
no fuch paflage in Homer. 

I have in my poffeffion, a tranflation of the Iliad into 
modern Greek, printed at Venice in the year H26, and 
to which there is a^book added, compleating the Trojan 
War, where thi^JDeath of Achilles is defcribed in thefe 
words:

The invulnerable ftory docs not feem to hare been cur- 
rent at the revival of literature in Europe. I think the 
following pafTagc in Don Quixote Ihews Cervantes was 
ignorant of it, or he would ijioft likely have mentioned it, 
as it fo much refembles the ftory he introduces ,% efpecially 
as he has brought in an allufion to claffical Fable. 
. Don QyixoTB, fpeaking of the various miraculous en- 
dowments of different Knights, fays : * One /has the gift of 

* never being enchanted ; another to have fuch impene- 
' trable flefh, as never to be wounded, as was the cafe .of 
« the famous Roldan, one of the twelve Peers of France, 
' of whom it is reported, that he was incapable of receiv* 

* ing a wound except in the fole of his left foot ; mid there 

* it muft be made with the point of a large needle, and no 

* other weapon whatever. . Therefore, when Bernardo 

* DfcL Carpio killed him at Roncevalles, feeing it im- 

* poffible to wound him with ileel, he lifted him from the 

* ground in his arms, and ftranglcd him, recolleding- the 

* death that Hercules gave to Antasus, that fierce 

* Giant, faid to be a Son of the Earth.*

Even the writers of Romance, who were fond of de- 
preciating the heroic chara6kr of Achilles, never men- 
tion his being invulnerable as an advantage he had over 
Hector ; though they reprefcnt him as ufing the afliilancc 
fef his Myrmidons to dellroy him. 

I cannot help obferving here the finking difference be- 
tween the ideas of Feudal and Heroic Honor, much, in 
my opinion, to the honor of the former. Two of the moft 
refpedtablc writers of antiquity, (Aristotle and Plu- 
tarch,) 
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•TAticH,) cenfure Homer For not having made Achilles 
tak^ thofc meafures to dcftroy Hector, which th© writcri 
of Romance impute to him, for the p.urpofe of putting his 
courage in an inferior light to that - of hit enemy. Set 
AriftotWs Poetics^ Chap. XIV. and Plutarch'^ Life of 
Pompey* 

• How the idea of Achilles being invulnerable, fo con* 
trary to his chara£ler as drawn by Homer, who* always 
reprefents him as preferring Glory,- attended with cei> 
tain, and early Death,, to a long Life of tranquility, fhould 
have been fo long and fo generally conceived to have 6ri* 
ginated with Homer, and to have been the opinion of the 
ancient P9cts, and this without the lead (liadow of foun- 
dation, it is impoffible to account for. Statius is the 
only writer of antiquity from whom it could be derived ; 
but it is fometfaing iingular that his authority alone diould 
difieminate it fo univerfally. There are two paflages in his 
Achillexd that obvioufly allude to it*

This long DilTertation may perhaps feem trifling to 
fome ; but the claffical Reader I trufl will not be difpleafcd 
to fee the Hero of Homer, and I may add, of Pindar, 
(for he always mentions him with particular veneration,) 
I vindicated from ,thc abfurdity of having an invulnerable 

I • body covered with impenetrable armor. How Statius 

would have managed this is unccKain, as only two books 
of his Achilleid are extant. But Homrr has taken 
{reat care to make Achilles and Hector engage on equal 

tetms, 
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termsi for both are in divine armor : Hector being drofled 
m the fpoils of Patroclus, who wore the arms of Achil* 
lES, which Homer faya, Ix,iad XVIII. ▼. 84. were giren 
by the God^ ta his Father Peleitsi on his marriage with 
Thetis. 

Before I quit this fubjed I muft obferve, that there ii 
«Aother Hero of the Ilxad, who is faid to have been b- 
f^idiierable.

To the laft of thefe qucf- 
tionSy I believe I can give an anfwer. It is taken from 
the Scholia on Homer, though with fome alteration, on 
the following palTage of the Iliad, dcfcribing the combat 
between Ajax and Diomed :
